"It Is poor economy to get a small
amount of ice; a large supply put In at
one time and filling the lee

will last longer than the
same amount supplied in dally small por-
tions.

"The should be washed
once a week. Remove all the

fixtures, including the drain pipe. Use a
strong solution of carbonate of soda
(washing soda) with no soap. Get into
all the corner and crevices with a small
brush, and use a large brush and cloths
for the flat surfaces. Net scald out with
boiling water, reaching every point of the
Interior and. finally, rinse
with cold water In order again to cool
the Interior Leave all the doors open
for a good airing.

The best way to get a nervous baby to
sleep Is to place It In a comfortable crib,
with one hand of the mother or nurse
resting on it. In a darkened room. The
child will then feel that some one Is near
It, but at the same time all Its senses
will be lulled.

No child should be expected to sleep If
It Is not physically comfortable. If It Is
very warm. It cannot be comfortable. So
It should be bathed with tepid water, a
little warmer than the air. and carefully
dried without much friction. The air
will then feel coo'er than the refreshed
skin, and the child will be comfortable.

Sleep at the end of the first hour is
deeper than at any other time. After
that the sleep very gradually lightens un-

til morning. So If a child must be moved
after it has gone to sleep, move It at the
end of the first hour or shortly thereaf-
ter. The chances of Its waking then ore
slight.
